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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed on 1 0/1 4/2005, with respect to claims 1 -1 6 and 21 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-16 and 21 
has been withdrawn and prosecution Is reopened. 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed on 10/14/2005, with respect to the rejection of claims 
17-20 under §1 02(e) as being anticipated by Johanson (US 2004/0032739 A1) have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn 
and prosecution Is reopened. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection regarding claims 17-18 Is made in view of Collins. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1 7-1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Collins. 

Collins (US Patent Number 4,7.55,916) discloses: 

• Regarding claim 17, a lighting system (Figure 8) comprising: a lamp light 
source (Figure 8, element 108) radiating light, a reflector (Figure 8, 
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element 100) reflecting tlie lighit emitted from tine lamp light source (Figure 
8, element 108) to emit the light in one direction; and an intercepting unit 
(Figure 8, element 1 1 0) reflecting a portion of the light emitted from the 
lamp light source (Figure 8, element 108) toward the reflector (Figure 8, 
element 100) so that the light emitted from the reflector (Figure 8, element 
100) has an annular light distribution (i.e. see light distribution shown in 
Figure 8; column 5, lines 44-46). 
• Regarding claim 18, the reflector (Figure 8, element 100) is an elliptic 
mirror or a parabolic min-or (i.e. parabolic surface; Figure 8, element 104; 
column 5, lines 43-45). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-16 and 21 are allowed. 

6. . Claims 1 9-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Aynie et al. (US Patent Number 6,953,271 B2) discloses an optical device for 
recovering and distributing the light flux towards an annular reflector. 
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Enders et al. (US Patent Number 5,128,848) teaches a light source comprising a 
counter reflector in the direction of the radiation.
